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JAPAN'S NEW ISLAND. 


It Has Risen from the Sea with Much 
Smoke and Noise, 

Extraordinary details of the birth 
;of a new ifsland have just reached 
Tokyo, says the London Dally Tele- 
graph. 

On November 14 the inhabitants of 

Iwo Island, near Bonin Island, in 
South Japan, were startied to hear a 
| great rumbling. A fortnight later vast 
,clouds of mingled black and white 
| Smoke rose out of the sea three naut!- 
cal miles to the south of Iwo Island. 
| The smoke clouds tucreased in volume, 
presenting a wonderful sight, as 
| though the sea were on fre. 

On December 5 a little island ap- 
peared amid the smoke clouds, and 
three days later it seemed as if there 
were three tslands. The smoke now 
varied in color, sometimes belng of 
a vivid red. 

By December 12 one large island 
was to be seen gradually rising. In 
conformation it was a hill toward the 
}east and a sloping plain to the west, 
and on the 14th the shape of the Is- 
j land was that of a long slope, emitting 
| white smoke and resembling moist 
jfand when steaming under the infin- 
‘ence of a flerce sun. 
| The slope on January 2 underwent 
a change gradually from the center 
and became bigher on the west side. 

Vast volumes of white smoke pour- 
ed out in the morning and then tn 
| the afternoon an enormous quantity of 
black smoke was emitted. 

} The residents of Iwo Island set out 
in a long boat and a canoe to inspect 
the phenomena and after the canoe 
had once been capsized in the heary 
waves they landed on the new Island. 

They found {t to be nearly two and 
three-quarter miles in circumference 
and about 480 feet abore the surface 
of the water. 
lake to the north. The south coast 
was a precipitous mass of rock, cover- 
/ed with a thick layer of earth. 
| On the highest potnt of the island 
a pole was raised with thé Japanese 
| flag and an inscription: “New place. 
|Great Japan. Many banzals.” 
| The discovery has been reported to 
the governor of Bonin Island, who has 
/named it Nushima.

Maj. William Warner Began His Career 
ae an Ore Boy in a Mine. 

At six years of age an ore picker 
on the dump of a mine; at 65 a wem- 
ber of the United States Senate. This 
in brief is the life story of Maj. Wil- 
liam Warner, the Republican Senator 
from Missouri. 

More than 30 years ago in a little 
toom in Kansas City in which 
“Square” Henry White, a justice of 
the peace, held court, a young lawyer 
made a remarkable 
plea for justice for bis client, who was 
on trial there. Moved to prophecy by 
the eloqnence and logic of the speak- 
er, J. V. C. Karnes, another young 
lawyer, remarked: 

“If Warner lives long enough he will 
be in the United States Senate.” 

Mr. Karnes has lived to see his pre- 
diction fulfilled, for the young lawyer 
with the eloquent tongue was Maj. 
Willlam Warner, who has been elected 
by the Missouri legislature to succeed 
to the seat so long fillel by Francis 
M. Cockerell. 

Maj. Wuillam Warner had his full 
quota of those American aids to politi- 
cal preferment—lowly birth and pov- 
erty. He was the youngest of six chil- 
dren, and his father worked In the 
lead mines of southern Wisconsin. 
Five years after William was born 
in Lafayette county, Wisconsin, his 
father died. A year later his mother 
died, and the boy facel the stern ne- 
cessity of earning his own bread. 

He had been to the mines with his 
father, and he turned tothem for a 


means of galning a livelihood. Too 
small to do other work, he began pick- 
ing up bits of ore from the refuse 
heaps piled about the mouth of the

shaft, and the thoroughness with 
which he did this attracted the atten- 
tion of a miue foreman. The foreman 
offered the boy the position of driving 
the skinny old horse that worked the 
mine pump. William eagerly accept- 
ed, and for three years he furnished 
the incentive that kept the horse 
faithful to his task. 

At the end of three years William 
got a promotion. He was permitted to 
drive the horse that hoisted the ore 
bucket from the mine. This horse, be 
ing a livelier and more Intelligent ani- 
mal than the other, did not require so 
much urging, and the boy had time 
for meditation. 

In some way the knowledge crept 
into is active brain that an education 
was a good thing. At that time he did 
not know so much as the alphabet, but 
the thought took root and flourished, 
and one night after the day's work 
was over he went to the village store 
and asked for a book. 

The clerk sold him a primer and 
gave him his first lesson in the alpha- 
bet. William was fascinated with 
the new world that the ability to read 
opened to him. He otudied every 
night. 

When he was ten years old he was 
offered a place in a grocery store. 
The position paid him more wages 
and gave him more time to study, and 
he took it, For four years he work- 
ed and studied and saved and accu- 
mulated enough money to pay board 
and tuition for a year at a college in 
Lawrence, Wis. 

Following his year in the university 
there were years of teaching school, 
saving and studying law, and at 19 he 
took the examination and was admit- 
ted to the University of Michigan. 

He was 20 years old and still a stu- 
dent at Ann Arbor when the first shots 
of the Oivil War were fired, and he 
and others of about his own age form- 
ed a company and offered themselves 
for enlistment. The recruiting officers 
\told them to go back to school. Most 
of them did so. William Warner went 
home and began teaching again. 

_ But one day in 1862, while a class 
| was in the middle of a recitation, he 
decided to go to war. “Go home,” he 
‘said to the pupils. “There will be no 
more school unt!! you get a new teach- 
} er.” 

He went to Shullsburg, Wis., organ- 
‘Ized a company and was unanamously 
jelected its Heutenant. The Thirty- 
|third Wisconsin Infantry was formed. 
Lieutenant Warner’s company was as- 
signed to it, and he was elected adju- 
| tant. 

| In the army he was engaged in ac- 
tice service constantly. He was with 
|Grant before Vicksburg. For his gal- 
lant services in the fighting that pre 
‘ceded the surrender of General Pem- 
|berton he was appointed assistant ad- 
|jutant general in the staff of T. Kirby 
Smith, and served in that capacity in 
the Red River campaign. After that 
|he saw constant service in Arkansas 
land Misour!. He was farsighted 
enough to see the future possibilities 
(of Missouri. 

A month after he was mustered out,

| close of the war, he was on his way 
|back to Missouri with all his scant be 
longings. 

A few months after he arrived in 
Kansas City he formed a law partner- 





ship with C. O. Tichenor that endured 
until 1884. 

In 1867 he was elected City Attor- 
ney. The following year he was 
chosen prosecuting attorney of the 
county, not an enviable position at that 
time when the animosities of the war 
still rankled. In 1871 he was elected 
Mayor. In 1884 he was elected to Con- 
gress and was re-elected, finally retir- 
ing from the national lawmaking body 
tn 1882. The same year he was nomi- 
nated by the Republicans for Gover- 
nor, but was defeated. 

In personal appearance Major War. 
ner is a solidly bullt, brond-shouldered 
man of medium helght, with a firm 
face, kindly gray eyes that gleam with 
fire, a carriage that suggests the old 
military life, and a face smooth, ex- 
cept for a heavy tron-gray. moustache, 
His hair is thick and shaggy as a lion's 
mane. 

At the surrender of Vicksburg, July 
4, 1888, Major Warner was captain of 
a company in a Wisconsin regiment. 
He stood between the lines of the 
opposing forces and read the Declara- 
tion of Independence as the soldiers 
marched. He was cheered by both 
Federals and Confederates.

GREAT FUTURE OF THE WEST.

The West is at its beginning! Peo- 
ple talk of the richness of the valley of 
the Nile. It is nothing compared to the 
valley of the Mississippi. That {ts the 
greatest and richest valley on earth, It 
extends from the Alleghanies to the 
Rockies, and its resources are bililons. 
The corn crop raised there brings In 
almost a billlon dollars a year. A large 
part of ovr cotton comes from there, 
and it ja a beehive of mining and man- 
ufacturing industry. We are adding 
enormously to the West by the new 
irrigation works now going on. 

Take Californfa. It ts half again as big as Italy, and 
it will ralse the same products and feed as many people. 
Nevertheless it has now only a million and a half popula- 
thon, while Italy bas thirty-two millions. The irrigation 
works of California will bring in a vast area of new land. 
This is eo in many other States. And then take Texas. 
That State could feed this whole country and raise enough 
Cotton to clothe our people for all time to come. 

The West bas hardly begun to be. At present 90 per 
cent of our people live east of the Missouri River. We can 
Support fully as many west of that river.

THE DISCONTENT IN RUSSIA, 
By Mme. Bresbhoysky. 

No one knews what has taken place [In Russia 
In the last quarter of a century. Despite oppres- 
alon, the people have been quietly educated about 
their rights until one fine duy the American peo- 
pie are astoulshed to wake up and find that all 
classes {n Russia have risen in protest against 
thelr conditions. To those who have kept track 
of the inovement, however, this is no revelation; 
ae. they knew that the people were ready. This 
movement is spreading to every city and village in Rus- 
sia.

In the magnifi- 
ent Anitchkoff Palace on the Nevsky 
Prospekt, a bare, uncarpeted room was | 
assigned as the school room of the im- 
perial children. Its furniture consist: | 
ed entirely of wooden desks and 
benches, and the walls were decor- | 
ated by pictures cut from the foreign | 
thustrated papers and pasted there by 
the boys themselves, | 

The boys were sent to the school | 
room immediately after an early | 
breakfast and not allowed to leave {t!

GETTING EVEN WITH SNAKES 


Medical Men Trying To Discover Anti- 
dote to Virulent Poisons. 

The method pursued by medica! scl- 
ence in its treatment of the more fatal 
diseases, is to set back fires; that !s, 
use the cause of the malady to effect 
its cure, says the Boston Transcript. 
This {s particularly true of those that 
develop active and virulent poisons, or 
more particularly the germ diseases. 
This has now been brought forward to 
hopeful experimentation with the pols- 
on of venomous snakes. That isa dan- 
ger that perhaps does not possess much 
personal interest for dwellers In cities, 
but if @ genuine antidote for the bites 
of all kinds of serpents from the cobra 
to the copperhead could be discovered, 
thousands of painful deaths in the old 
world and the new could be annually 
prevented. Even the United States 
possesses its share of poisonous rep- 
tiles in its mountain regions and its 
semitropical belt, and a great many 
thousand people would feel more com- 
fortable did they know that an ade 
quate antidote to their venomous at- 
tacks existed. 

In the Bengal province of India the 
Statistics show that over a thousand 
deaths occur from snake bites erery 
year, and in the other districts the 
fatalities from the same cause are pro- 
portionally more numerous. The cob- 
ra is the principal offender, and as its 
bite, unlike that of the rattlesnake and 
most other venomous serpents, causes 
a comparatively painless death, it may 
be preferable to undergoing experi- 
ences with famine or bubonic plague,

{cal effects. Enough progress has been 
made to learn that snake venom is not 
a simple poison, but is composed of 
several constituents of a proteid na- 
ture, each of which acts on one tissue 
class of cells. The only human subject 
upon which the antitoxin has been 
tested was the colored janitor of the 
zoo, who was bitten by an escaped 
rattlesnake and recovered by the use 
of the serum. Serpents will never be 
agreeable associates, but their neigh- 
borhood will be robbed of most of its 
terrors should this scientific quest at- 
tain a completely successful issue.
